Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations, ~ 


The sole head of a taaiiy, or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 

‘on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. _ 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
Patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is “subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

BRITISH BAVONETS HOLD 
GERMANS BACK 


LONDON, October 27.—Tolegraph- 
ing about the fighting in Belgium the 
correspondent of The Times in North- 
ern France says : 

“The enemy's most furious attack 
along the line of the Ypres, where a 
quarter of a million Germans — for 
five critical days were held back by 
the British force. 

“The artillery fire against the Bri- 
tishers in the trenches was terrible, 
churning up the earth and often 
burying the men by dozens. Repeat- 
edly the enemy's infantry advanced 
to within a few hundred yards, but 
every time our, men leaped from the 
trenches and went at them with the 
bayonets. The Germans have no 
relish for a bayonet charge and they 
fled, firing from their rifles over 
their shoulders as they ran. 

‘(Many hundreds were captured and 
thousands were killed. Still their 
shrapnell rained into the British 
trenches and fresh infantry took the 
places of the Germans who had been 


decimated.

ALCOHOL A DEADLY FOR TO 


“T can bear testimony to the fact 


fashion the natives’ resistance to 
sickness.

Thus writes Dr. Atbert Schweitzer, 
a German physician ‘and scholar of 
prominence, who has given up his 
vareer in the German’ universities to 
engage in the humblest medical re- 


French Congo. Dr. Schweitzer’s im; 
pressions as recorded in a mission- 
ary journal of Paris has boen quoted 
in part in the Record of Christian 
Work. The German physician has 
not been sparing in his condemna- 
tion of the practice of white traders 
in awakening an appetite for alcohol 
among these children of the Dark 
Continent who are absolutely un- 
prepared to withstand its ravages. 

In writing of some of the natives 
who come to him for help becauso of 
the afflictions brought on ‘by alcohol, 
Dr. Schweitzer says: - 

“The misery ig great. ‘With us 
everybody is sick,’ said a young man 
to me the other day. ‘This country 
devours its inhabitants,’ remarked. an 
old chief. He could have added, 
since the advent of the whites. For 
it is the diseases which these have 
brought and the aleohol with which 
they inundate the country, that ruin 
the population. ven leprosy and 
the ‘jigger’ are imports. The latter 
was unknown in Africa before 1872, 
On an average I treat frans ‘thirty to 
forty cases a day. Sometimes the 
number reaches sixty.” 

In speaking of the destruction be- 
ing wrought by traders ‘whé have 
made Africa the ‘cesspool for Euyo-

‘“*When I came to the country fif- 
teen years ago,’ said a merchant, on 
the way up, ‘the banks of the river 
wen2 adorned with large and numer- 
ous Villages,’
